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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 was filed in this 
application after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but 
before the filing of a Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or 
the commencement of a civil action. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114 and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14 and prosecution 
in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 3/1/201 1 has been entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 2, 4-16 and 1 8-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In re claim 1 , the current invention is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious 
improvement over the invention patented in US 6,1 56,580. The improvement 
comprises generating a single visual representation of the specimen that illustrates the 
backside defect and the frontside defect with different formatting to visually differentiate 
the backside defect and the frontside defect. 

In re claim 16, the current invention is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious 
improvement over the invention patented in US 6,156,580. The improvement comprises 
defining the backside defect as a geometrical figure having lateral dimensions larger 
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than the backside defect, and one or more proximity criteria are satisfied if at least a 
portion of the geometrical figure is opposite to at least a portion of the frontside defect. 

In re claim 20, the current invention is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious 
improvement over the invention patented in US 6,156,580. The improvement 
comprises determining if data generated during detection of the backside defects is 
representative of a signature of a chuck of a process tool and removing the data 
representative of the chuck from data generated during detection of the backside 
defects.
